15. Cut-open airplane motor borrowed from airport and set up in lobby. 
16. Airplane with P. A. system plugs film from above theatre. 


RADIO ‘CALLS’ AVIATORS 


Radio in lobby or P.A. system out front can 
be connected to microphone, with somebody 
speaking through it as if talking to plane. Spiel 
can run along this line: “Calling pilot 27! Call- 
ing pilot 27! Visibility excellent. Land at near- 
est airport and come to the Strand Theatre to 
see ‘Ceiling Zero,’ with a star-packed cast head- 
ed by James Cagney and Pat O’Brien. That is 
all, Pilot 27.” 





FOLKS PLAY ROULETTE 


For lobby stunt, rig up roulette wheel with 
propeller instead of usual indicator. Each pa- 
tron is handed a numbered card, and those 
holding winning numbers grab off ducats. If 
you think it’ll run into too many tickets, then 
print cards with only half the numbers on wheel, 
so that you'll average only one ticket for every 
two spins.

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New York parks are often the scene 
of junior air meets, with youngsters 
entering models in the various type 
races. If you’re considering it, try for 
newspaper cooperation.

Many youngsters and oldsters will be interested 
in a display of airmail stamps in lobby or store 
window.

Scott, bankrupt and facing imprisonment for debt, wrote 
his most famous masterpieces in order to pay off his creditors, 


while out of his abject poverty and 
misery, Poe brought forth his im- 
mortal poetry. Robert Louis Stev- 
enson, suffering from tuberculosis, 
wrote himself into never dying 
fame, and the thief, Francois Vil- 
lon found the inspiration for his 
‘*Great Testament’’ in prison. 
Club footed Byron, supersensitive 
and morose through his crippling, 
turned to poetry for relief, and 
De Quincey turned his opium in- 
spired dreams into gems of litera- 
ture. 


The niche Frank Wead will oc- 
cupy in literature’s future hall of 
fame must be left to the future 
itself to unfold. But the lesson of 
his life should be taught to every 
boy and girl in America, and to 
those older whiners and _ wailers 
who give up when misfortune 
strikes, and whose courage dies 
long before their bodies. 


Frank Wead, author of ‘‘ Ceiling

Wead starred in football and la 
crosse at Annapolis, and as an 
ensign aided in laying the mine 
defenses in the North Sea. After 
the armistice he transferred to the 
aviation division of the navy and 
captained the U. S. team that won 
the Schneider cup for speed and 
endurance in seaplanes. He gained 
distinction as a flier, overcame 
many hazards and was the hero 
of innumerable escapes from dan- 
ger. Then, in his own home, he 
tripped on a stair tread—, fell 
three steps, and so injured his 
spine that complete recovery is 
deemed impossible. 


Lying in his sick bed, realizing 
his career in active service was 
ended, Commander Wead began 
figuring out another way of earn- 
ing his living, and turned to writ- 
ing aviation and sea stories. He 
sold them all.

A Living Creature 


When a movie fan who has frequently seen James Cagney 
in pictures, learns that Jimmy’s hobby is collecting lethal 
weapons of all sorts, he is likely to say, ‘‘What else would 


you expect?”’ 


Yet the movie fan would be altogether wrong. For Cag- 
ney is about as mild-mannered and gentle a young man as 


you’d find in all the broad reaches 
of the film colony, preferring the 
tinkle of piano keys to the roar of 
artillery. 

The exact fact about Jim is that 
never in his life, with the excep- 
tion of his make-believe before the 
cameras, has he pointed a gun at 
any living creature, human, beast 
or bird. He doesn’t believe in the 
so-called hunting of game, unless 
it’s with a camera. But he loves 
guns, pistols and swords, and is 
constantly on the hunt for new 
specimens.

later. 
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The other musket was made in 
England and apparently had be- 
longed to a British soldier, for it 
was picked up after the Battle of 
the Brandywine and kept for many 
years by a Pennsylvania family. 

He has several pairs of finely 
balanced dueling pistols, bought in 
the deep South, and even a couple 
of bows with steel-tipped arrows.
